Why  the  Haste 


Some  time  jgo  ibe  Premier  told  people  of 
British  Columbia  that  he  had  aiiacussed  mat- 
ters with  the  directors  of  the  Briiisli  Colum- 
bia Llccinc  Railway  Company  Lid.,  in  the 
Last,  and  chat  they  had  said  that  that  com- 
pany did  not  wish  to  sell  its  holdings  in  this 
Pravinct.  I hey  had  added,  the  Premier  said, 
that  while  that  was  so.  should  a favorable 
offer  be  received  they  might  c»5nsider  it-  So 
far  as  we  are  aware,  that  statement  has  neither 
been  withdrawn  nor  further  explained  from 
that  day  to  this.  Why.  then,  the  need  of 
haste  to  have  the  citizens  of  Victoria  and  Van- 
couver declare  whether  or  not  they  wish  to' 
buy  the  municipal  assets  of  a corporation  that 
does  not  seem  over-anxious  to  sell’ 

We  agree  that  a plcbUcite  is  the  right .. 
course,  and  that  only  a vote  of  the  ratepayers 
Will  give  even  one  city  council  any  authority 
in  the  matter  At  the  same  time,  we  do  not 
unti^rujntl  LhiA-ahifting  of  cmphasis.  from 
CIVIC  works  to  rural  electrification,  and  back 
to  civic  works,  with  an  appeal  now  to  hugrV-

Ltd.,  would  be  a very 
extensive  undertaking  In  our  view  it  could 
easily  double  British  Columbia's  public  debt 
overnight.  Are  people  in  the  coast  cities  ex- 
pected to  hurry  to  vote  themselves  into  that 
position  on  the  basts  of  the  present  confu- 
sion' We  cannot  follow  such  reasoning.  We 
think  that  any  suth  adventure  into  public 
rmerprisc  should  be  thoroughly  canvassed. 
If  It  is  sound,  that  can  be  shown,  If  it  is  not. 
no  degree  of  haste  will  benefit  anyone  Pro- 
viiuial  as  well  as  municipal  laxpavers'  arc 
concerned,  and  diriiilv  so  i hey-  too  will 
expect  to  be  asked  before  any  decisive  step  is 
taken. 

We  suggest  in  all  carnesimss  that  haste, 
and  perhaps  an  entirely  unintended  appear-
